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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
teach or suggest an alcohol-free antibacterial wipe having a latex binder present in the substrate 
prior to the addition of an aqueous antibacterial solution thereto. The presence of the binder in 
the substrate before addition of the antibacterial solution increases the stability of the 
antibacterial composition in the wipe of the invention.
